From  the  stylistic 
impressions  of  Bud  E.  Love,  to  the  jazz 
groove  of  Daddy  Goddus,  or  the  rocking 
sounds  of  The  Essentials  and  Spoke  Poker, 
there  will  be  entertainment  for  every 
taste. 

The  day  will  begin  with  an  "All  You  Can

at  the  Neighborhood  House,  953  De  Haro 
St.,  and  will  move  to  the  Daniel  Webster 
schoolyard,  Missouri  and  20th  Streets,  for 
a  program  lasting  until  5  p.m. 

Tlie  Fifth  Annual  Potrero  Hill  Festival's 
daytime  event  at  the  schoolyard  will  feat- 
ure a  stellar  line-up  of  performers,  hand- 
made crafts  and  homemade  food,  as  well 
as  Ben  &  Jerry's  ice  cream.

As  traffic  has  grown  relentlessly  heav- 
ier, homeowners  who  live  along  busy 
freeways  have  begun  to  complain  about 
the  ever-increasing  noise  level  of  these 
roads.  But  Caltrans'  answer  to  this 
problem  has  been  a  rather  sudden  ~  and 
controversial  —  solution  known  as  the 
Soundwall. 

These  brick  "noise  barriers"  are  appear- 
ing at  an  alarming  rate  along  sections  of 
freeway  that  abut  residences,  quite 
often  taking  residents  and  motorists  a- 
like  by  surprise.  Some  100  miles  of 
Soundwall  have  already  risen  in  the  Bay 
Area,  and  plenty  more  are  in  the  works. 

One  such  project  is  being  built  right  at 
the  foot  of  Potrero  Hill,  along  Vermont 
and  Kansas  Streets  between  21st  and 
26th  Streets,  on  the  East  and  West  sides 
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l-ingineer  Jim  Buress  told  The  View. 

Soundwalls  are  controversial  for 
several  reasons.  A  primary  complaint 
is  that  they  block  views  from  both  per- 
spectives. Drivers  on  many  freeways  in 
the  East  Bay,  surli  as  1-680  in  Contra 
Cosla  County,  have  found  open  scenery 
suddenly  blocked  out,  while  residents 
have  seen  trees  and  shrubbery  disappear, 
all  replaced  by  the  sand  colored,  mason- 
ry block  walls. 

But  even  more  important  is  that  while 
the  Soundwalls  may  well  decrease  noise 
at  the  level  directly  adjacent  to  the 
freewav,  studies  have  shown  that  the 
sound  waves  are  merely  displaced,  and 
travel  further  beyond  the  residences  in 
question  to  reach  and  disturb  residents 
situated  further  away. 

in  the  case  of  the  Vermont  and  Kansas 
Street  walls,  once  the  project  is  comple- 
ted, the  victims  of  this  redirection  of 
noise  will  be  those  residing  on  Dellaro 
and  Carolina  Streets.  Moreover,  the 
residents  of  Kansas  Street  all  live  above 
garages,  which  will  make  their  cars  the 
main  beneficiaries  of  the  Soundwall. 


One  resident  said  that  they  were  never 
alerted  to  Caltrans'  plans  to  build  a 
Soundwall.  "One  day,"  he  said,  "they 
were  cutting  down  trees,  and  before  I 
knew  it,  there  was  a  wall  going  up." 

Not  all  of  the  affected  residents,  how- 
ever, were  taken  totally  by  surprise. 
Patricia  Haslett  was  fortunate  enough 
to  see  a  Public  Notice  on  a  telephone 
pole,  alerting  her  to  an  upcoming  plann- 
ing meeting  which  she  and  her  husband 
attended.  At  that  meeting,  said  Has- 
lett, the  projected  Soundwall  was  pre- 
sented as  a  fait-accompli.  "1  said 
'we'll  see  about  that',"  she  noted. 

Haslett  and  her  neighbor,  Sherri 
Franklin,  began  sending  letters  and 
collecting  petitions,  until  Caltrans 
finally  deleted  the  wall  proposed  for 
their  block  from  the  project.  "It  was  a 
fight."  said  Haslett,  "but  we  beat  a  pro- 
posal  just  like  this  one  in  1977,  and  we 
hrat  this  one  as  well." 
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-i\  of  them  are  still  under  construction. 
They  range  from  14  to  16  feet  in 
height,  and  there  are  three  walls  on 
each  side  of  the  freeway,  each  of  them 
an  average  of  400  feet  in  length. 

On  the  East  side:  Wall  No.  1  runs 
from  Kansas  and  25th  to  26th  and  Ver- 
mont; Walis  No.  3  and  4  run  from  Kansas 
and  22nd  to  Vermont  and  21st.  On  the 
West  side:  Wall  No.  S  runs  from  San 
Bruno  to  22nd  and  Vermont;  Wall  No.  6 
runs  along  Vermont  from  23rd  to  2.'jth; 
and  Wall  No.  7  runs  roughly  from  the 
off-ramp  at  Army  to  25th  and  Vermont. 

Several  residents  complained  that  one 
section  of  the  Soundwall  surrounds  the 
overpass,  thereby  making  it  more  danger- 
ous for  pedestrians,  and  that  one  corner 
of  the  Soundwall  at  22nd  and  Kansas 
Streets  is  already  covered  with  graffiti. 
While  Caltrans  is  planning  to  cover  the 
freeway  side  of  the  waH  with  ivy,  "we'll 
have  to  look  at  the  graffiti,"  said 
Franklin. 

One  resident  noted  that,  "it  is  quieter 
right  here,  on  the  sidewalk,"  by  the 
Soundwall,  "but  1  don't  live  on  the  side- 
walk."

Mayor  Frank  Jordan's  decision  lo  dismiss  Rev.  tiigenc  Lumpkin   from  tlic  City's 
Human  Rights  Commission  is  one  Itrnl  we  on  The  View  believe  was  long  overdue. 
AHhough  tlic  situalion  has  certainly  been  a  complicated  and  emotionally  cliarged 
one,  we  believed  from  the  beginning  that  the  clioicc  was  clear:  Lumpkin  had  to  go. 

The  mandate  of  the  Human  itights  Commission  is  to  protect  and  enhance  the 
equality  of  all  groups  in  San  Francisco.  Believing  that  any  group  is  made  up  of 
second  class  citizens  --  the  indisputable  meaning  of  the  phrase  "abomination  before 
God"  that  was  applied  to  homosexuals  —  is  a  direct  contradiction  to  the  mandate 
and  the  work  of  that  Commission.  And  Lumpkin's  concurrence  with  the  Biblical 
passage  thai  calls  for  stonmg  men  for  sleeping  together  made  it  even  clearer  how 
inappropriate  was  tiis  continued  presence  on  that  Commission,  whatever  his  previous 
votes  on  that  body  may  have  been. 

Following  Jordan's  action,  the  rhetoric  shifted  lo  calls  for  "healing."  for  "putting  it 
ell  behind  us."  We  believe  that  healing  should  indeed  be  the  goal,  bul  genuine  healing 
requires  a  realistic  appraisal  of  what  really  happened  and  why,  not  merely  an  accept- 
ance of  the  rhetoric  that  tliis  controversy  just  reflected  a  schism  between  African 
Americans  and  gays  in  San  Francisco,  or  between  religious  beliefs  am)  civic  activity. 

Nothing  gives  the  lie  more  strongly  to  these  simplistic  notions  than  the  position  of 
one  of  Potrero  Hill's  best  known     and,  we  believe,  most  highly  respected  —  activists, 
Hotrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House  Hxecutive  Director  linola  D.  Maxwell.  Ms.  Maxwell 
is  an  African  American  woman  who  has  been  a  lay  preacher  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  and  a  member  of  the  Human  Riglits  Commission.  She  testified  in  early 
August  in  favor  of  the  resolution  by  Supervisor  Terence  Hallinan  calling  for  Lumpkin's 

dismissal. 

"What  the  Bible  tells  us  is  to  love  one  another,"  Ms.  Maxwell  stressed.  The  Human 
Rights  Commission,  she  emphasized,  "stands  for  equality  and  justice  for  all  people. 
Where  there  is  injustice,  it  is  a  human  rights  issue.  Gay  rights  is  a  justice  issue." 

She  recalled  sitting  years  ago  on  the  Human  Rights  Commission  and  tackling  the 
issue  of  employment  discrimination  against  gays  by  the  Telephone  Company.  "It 
was  exactly  the  same  situation  that  had  taken  place  against  blacks,"  she  noted. 
"I  knew  just  wliat  questions  to  ask  because  I  had  known  what  it  was  like  to  experience 
that." 

Ms.  Maxwell  also  found  it  ironic  that  politicians  aulomalically  consider  African 
American  clergy  as  "community  leaders,"  and  added,  "you  never  liear  of  a  Catholic 
priest  automatically  being  called  a  'leader'  in  the  white  community." 

(On  a  local  historical  note,  when  Father  Peter  Sammon.  Pastor  of  St.  Teresa's 
Catholic  Church  on  Potrero  HiU,  was  named  lo  the  Human  Rights  Commission  by 
former  Mayor  Art  Agnos,  that  appointment  was  initially  protested  by  Dignity,  a 
group  of  gay  Catholic  activists,  because  of  the  Catholic  Church's  position  on  gays 
and  AIDS.  But  because  it  was  clear  that  Sammon  personally  did  not  share  those 
views,  the  controversy  quickly  died  down.) 

The  most  recent  conflict,  we  believe,  should  lead  us  all  to  think  carefully  about 
just  what  it  means  to  uphold  "diversity"  as  the  primary  goal  of  political  appointments 
—  sometimes  even  letting  a  candidate's  position  on  important  issues  become  obscured 
in  the  process.  People  are  more  than  their  gender,  their  sexual  preference,  their 
racial  identity,  their  ethnic  background.  There  are  so  many  other  factors  —  for 
example,  their  positions  on  issues  and  their  basic  belief  systems  —  that  make  them 
whatever  sort  of  public  servant  they  will  become. 

We  believe  that  a  true  "healing"  process  in  our  city's  body  politic  must  start  witli 
looking  at  those  who  choose  —  and  are  cliosen  —  to  serve  us  not  just  as  presumably 
predictable  representatives  of  the  city's  various  constituencies  but  also  as  the 
complete  and  complicated  human  beings  that  they  are.
